Mr. Justice Astbury on Present Troubles. 

It wouLp be beyond our province to deal critically with the 
important letter from Mr. Justice Astaury, which was pub 
lished in Thursday To mes, but we are glad to call attention 
to it and to note the vigorous manner in which it deals with 
current financial and industrial problem The Revenue 
authorities, with the Chancellor of the Exchequer at their 
head, know the hopeless pass to which finance has come, but 
show little inclination to stave off disaster The insane 
orgy of national and individual waste and extravagance that we 





have witnessed for many months past’’ is a warning which 
unheeded Mr. Justice AstBpuryY's remedies 
are a ruthless cutting down of national expenditure, the 
restoration to the State of all war profits and a graduated 
emergency capital tax; and this is to “* prevent the raising of 
the income tax bevond the limits of endurance.’

The Ratification of the Treaty of Peace. 

Ir HAS been announced that the treaties of peace with 
Germany and Austria were ratified bv Italy on the 7th inst.. 
and thus Italy the first of the chief Allied and Associated 
Powers to take this final step Under the Treaty of Peace Act 
passed on 3lst July, the King Order in 
Council to do all such things as are necessary for carrying out 
the Treaty, and this fives Parliamentary approval to the rati- 
fication But the formal act of ratification 1 it is stated, 
being delayed for this country until the Treaty has been 
approved by the Legislatures of the Dominions participating in 
the Peace Conference. This approval has now been given by 
New Zealand (2nd September) and Canada (12th September), 
and by the Senates of South Africa (12th September) and 
Australia (Ist October): see the Times of the &th inst. The 
French Chamber approved it on 2nd October, and 
the approval of the Senate will no doubt follow

shortly Germany has already ratified it, and under 
the provisi¢ ns of the Treaty the deposit of ratifi 
cations can be effected as soon as the Treaty has been 


ratified by Germany and three of the principal Allied and 
Associated Powers It may be expected, therefore, that this 
will take place shortly But the treaty with Turkey remains 
to be made, and it would seem that the Order in Council 
required by the Termination of the Present War (Definition) 
Act, 1918, for defining the end of the war must wait till 
treaties have been made all round. The date to be declared by 
the Order ‘‘ shall be as nearly as may be the date of the 
exchanges or deposit of ratifications of the treaty or treaties of 
peace.”’ 

The Control of the Railways. 

THE RESULT of the Railway Strike has been that wages will be 
“stabilized ’’ at their present level until 30th September, 
1920, and no adult railwayman will receive less than 51s. so 
long as the cost of living is not less than 110 per cent. above 
pre-war level. This system of receiving wages on a sliding 
scale varying with prices is a little tantalizing to others who do 
not profit by it. It will be noticed that under the Transport 
Act the Government control of the railways is ‘‘ stabilized ’’- 
aconvenient, though somewhat novel, word—for two years while 
Parliament thinks what to do next; and if anyone expects that 


at the end of that time Government control will be unstabi- 
lized he must be of an unusually hopeful disposition. The 





present stabilization is founded on section 16 of the Regulation 
of the Forces Act, 1871, under which Government control was 
brought into operation on 4th August, 1914, by an Order in 
Council declaring a state of emergency, and a warrant of the 
Secretary for War which was good for a week and had been 
renewed weekly until the Transport Act. Now the renewal is 
unnecessary and the period of control has been stabilized for 
two years, as just stated. The 1871 Act provides for payment 
of compensation, the amount, if not agreed upon, to be deter- 
mined by arbitration under the Lands Clauses Act, 1845. But 
it was agreed upon in September, 1914, and is calculated 
in a roundabout way which reminds one of the formula for full 
site value under the Finance Act, 1910. In effect the Govern- 
ment pays the 1913 profits and does not account for its own use 
of the railways. During the war the system of Government 
control was operated by the Railway Executive Committee. 
This has now given place to the Minister of Transport, who 
gives directions as to rates and fares (subject to reference to an 
advisory committee), and as to salaries and wages. It is not 
obvious that there is much left for the directors to do, and, 
from their own particular point of view, their position would 
seem to be badly in want of stabilizing. Even the old rivalry 
between the lines is not left to them, for the Minister can 
give directions for securing co-operation between the railways. 
It may be hoped that in practice this will mean that tickets 
between the same places will be available by the trains of any 
company, especially when thev run on the same line. This 
small reform would show that the Ministry intend to be useful. 


The Future of Germans in the Allied Countries. 

We ane obliged to Mr. Ricuarp Kina for the translation of 
an article on the legal position in the future of Germans in the 
Allied and Associated countries by Dr. Cart Metcuior, of 
Hamburg, which appeared in the Berliner Tageblatt of 22nd 
July. The provisions of the Treaty are no doubt such as to 
make the Germans anxious as to the possibility of having 
dealings and holding property in the countries recently at war 
with them. A useful statement of these provisions is given in 
a pamphlet ‘‘ Claims against the German Government and 
against the Germans under the Peace Treaty,’’ by Mr. W. H. 
Euraarpt (Sweet & Maxwell, Ltd., ls. net), and those which 
are most important are cited in Dr. Metcutor’s article. They 
are (1) Art. 2978 under which the Allied and Associated 
Powers reserve to themselves the right to retain and liquidate 
all property, rights and interests of German subjects which are 
situated in their territories, and meanwhile the German pro- 
prietor cannot, without the consent of the State concerned, 
dispose of or mortgage such property; (2) Section 9 of the 
Appendix to Arts. 297, 298, which provides that, until the 
liquidation is complete, the property of German subjects shall 
be subject to extraordinary war measures; and (3) Section 18 
of Appendix II. to Part VIII (Reparation), under which, in 
case of wilful non-execution by Germany, the Allied and Asso- 
ciated Powers are to be entitled to adopt such economical and 
financial prohibitions and acts of retaliation as they consider 
necessary.

The extraordinary 
war measures referred to under (2) Dr. Metcuior does not 
Apparently they are measures required to effect the 
liquidation. His chief concern is in regard to possible acts of 
prohibition and retaliation under (3). These assume a wilful 
non-execution of the Treaty, but he points out—as is generally, 
we believe, admitted—that the obligations of the Treaty are 
There is sure to be non-execution, and any

quite impossible. 
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Power which chooses to call this wilful can retaliate on German 
property, and thus all German dealings in the Allied and 
Associated countries will be insecure. He concludes :— 
“ From the foregoing it appears that the /egal situation for German 
interests and individuals in the hostile countries is for the time 
being absolutely hopeless. That does not exclude that in a number 
of hostile countries the practice will develop differently. Many of 
them will have no interest to make the intercourse in banking, 
insurance, &c., with Germany impossible, even in the future, and 
thus divert the business wholly to neutral countries. It may be 
supposed, too, that in the hostile countries moral resistances will 
grow up and be opposed to an actual use bei ig made of the powers 
conferred under the Peace Treaty in regard to the permanent plac 

ing of the German interests outside the law 
We imagine that this represents the probable course of events 
It will be as little to British interest (for instance) as to 
German interest for the ordinary play of economic facilities 
and intercourse to be interfered with, and already the circum- 
stances which gave the Treaty its harsher features are being 
modified. And if, as is obviously the right course, Germany 
secures early admission to the League of Nations, economic 
equality will, as Dr. MeLcnior suggests, naturally follow 


Fraudulent Acquisition of Property in Chattels. 


THE DISTINCTION between obtaining goods by means of a 
fraud and actual larceny is well illustrated in Phillips v. 
Brooks (1919, 2 K. B. 243), and the case is also noteworthy 
as being a decision professedly following an American decision. 
The plaintiff (a jeweller) sued the defendants (pawnbrokers) 
for the return or value of a ring. The ring had been bought 
from the plaintiff by a person who personated Sir GrorcE 
ButLovucu, and had been paid for by a worthless cheque. The 
contention of the plaintiff was that no property in the ring 
passed to the purchaser, since he (the plaintiff) intended to 
sell only to Sir G. Buttovcn. The defence was that there 
had been no larceny by a trick, and that it was immaterial that 
the plaintiff believed he was dealing with Sir G. Butioven. 
Mr. Justice Horrince gave judgment for the defen- 
dants, with whom the ring had been pledged by the person 
who obtained it from the plaintiff. The learned Judge based 
his judgment on the American case of Edmunds v. Merchants’ 
Despatch Transportation Co. (1883, 135 Mass. 283), the head- 
note of which contains this proposition: ‘‘ If A., fraudulently 
assuming the name of a reputable merchant in a certain 
town, buys, in person, goods of another, the property in the 
goods passes to A.’’ The following passage from the judg- 
ment was also quoted: ‘‘ His intention was to sell to the 
person present, and identified by sight and hearing; it does 
not defeat the sale because the buyer assumed a false name, 
or practised any other deceit to induce the vendor to sell.”’ 


Personation by a Purchaser. 

Tue aBove American case did, in point of fact, adopt the 
principle laid down in Cundy v. Lindsay by Lord Catrns (1878, 
3 App. Cas. 459, 464), and the latter case was also cited by 
Mr. Justice Horriver. Lord Cairns pointed out that a sale 
fraudulently induced might be voidable, though not void so as 
to defeat the title of subsequent purchasers for value. The 
plaintiff relied on the following passage from Poruier: 
** Whenever the consideration of the person with whom I am 
willing to contract enters as an element into the contract which 
I am willing to make, error with regard to the person destroys 
my consent, and consequently annuls the contract.’’ Mr. 
Justice Horripce, however, thought that this passage did not 
apply to the present case, ‘‘ because I think the seller intended 
to contract with the person present, and there was no error 
as to the person with whom he contracted, although the 
plaintiff would not have made the contract if there had not 
been a fraudulent misrepresentation.’’ Although held not to 
apply to the case here referred to, the passage from PorHiEr 
above cited was quoted with approval by Mr. Justice Fry in 
Smith v. Wheatcroft (1878, 9 Ch. D. 223, 230).

Joint Contractors. 


Every contract, of course, involves at least two parties. But 
any one ol the parties to a contract may consist of more than 
one person, and the commonest illustration of this is the case 
of a partnership being a party to a contract. For many 
purposes, and from the point of view of the other party, the 
persons who constitute the partnership are regarded as a single 
juridical person, though iter se they are joint contractors. 
Any two or more persons may, however, jointly contract 
with another party, and to some extent these joint contractors 
are treated as though they were partners. But in many 
respects the position of a joint contractor is sui generis, and 
even at the present day his mghte and liabilities cannot be 
said to be completely settled. So long as the co-contractors 
are at harmony among themselves, no difficulty is likely to 
occur. But suppose they disagree. What if their disagree- 
ment goes so tar as to end in one joint contractor desiring to 
put an end to the contract, whilst his co-contractor wishes to 
proceed with it and carry it through to execution! The 
failure of the co-contractor to agree as to whether the con- 
tract shall or shall not be enforced against the other party to 
it occasionally gives rise to some rather nice questions 

Unless the other party to a contract with joint contractors 
fails to perform his part of it, it is clear that one of the joint 
contractors cannot by any arrangement with the other party, 
against the wish of his co contractor, put an end to the con- 
tract. Thus, if is sometimes called an “‘ anticipatory 
breach ’’ of the contract is committed, that is, if the other 
party merely states his intention of not carrying out the con- 
tract when the time for performance arrives, one joint con- 
tractor cannot alone assume to treat this expression of inten- 
tion as a breach of contract. Nor can one joint contractor 
alone accept a renunciation of the other party's agreement, 
and so put an end to the whole contract. These proposi- 
tions are elementary. But in the event of a good cause of 
action against the other party accruing to the joint contrac- 
tors by reason of some act or default with respect to the 
contract and its performance, any one of the joint con 
tractors is at liberty to insist on the contract being fulfilled 


what 


or on requiring damages for its breach, notwithstanding that 
his co-contractor may not desire to take any such steps. It 
is at this point that the disagreement between the joint con 


tractors becomes of practical interest and importance. 

Primé facie one joint contractor cannot sue on the contract 
unless his co-contractor is also a party to the action. By 
R.S.C. ord. 16, r. 11, ‘‘ no person shall be added as a plain 
tif . . . without his own thereto. 

And a joint contractor 1s not bound, even though an in- 
demnity against costs to be tendered to him, to allow his name 
to be added as a plaintiff : ullen v. Knowles (1898, 2 Q. B 
380). The question was raised in this case whether a joint 
contractor, whose co-contractor had refused to be made a 
plaintiff, could thereupon join him as a defendant It was 
held by Lord Mersty (then Mr. Justice Bicuam) that the 
unwilling joint contractor could be made a defendant, and 
the analogy of co-mortgagees and co-trustees being joined as 
defendants under the Chancery practice was adopted and

The former of these 
laced trade unions on a definitely legal basis, section 2 pri 
iding: ‘‘ The purposes of any trade union shall not, by reason 
merely that thev are in restraint of trade, be deemed to bi 
nlawful, is to render any member of such trade union liable 
to criminal prosecution for conspiracy or otherwise’’: and 
ibsequent sections provided for the registry of trade unions, 
for vesting their property in trustees, and as to actions by and 
gainst trustees; further, section 12 enabled embezzlement bv 
the officers of a trade union to be punishable.

The Austrian Debt Default. 


A Reuter’s message from Vienna, of 25th September, says: The 
Finance Ministry announces that the payments in connection with the 
Austria debt are provisionally suspended. 

The 7'imes adds the following :—The news that Austria has defaulted 
on her National Debt was fully expected by those acquainted with the 
parlous condition of her finances. A banker who has just returned 
from a visit to that country early this week said default was a certainty 
within a very short time. <A certain amount of Austrian securities are 
held here, but fortunately they have never been popular with the 
British investor, who has always refused to interest himself in the 
finance of the “ ramshackle Empire.’’ The Special Debt of Austria on 
13th February, 1918, was equivalent to £2,255,456,903, of which rather 
more than one-half represented war debt. Interest on this debt 
requires £91,500,000 yearly. Eight war loans were issued by Austria 
during the war, resulting in a subscription of 35,075 million crowns 
the par value of the crown in sterling being 10d.). Seven Austrian 
loans are known to the London market, the chief of which is the 
£16,525,000 Four-and-a-Half per Cent. Treasury Notes issued here and 
on the Continent in April, 1914. Only one coupon was ever paid on 
that part of the loan held in this country. 

Austria had made default on two occasions during last century. In 
the Napoleonic wars the finances of Austria declined steadily. In 1803 
the export of gold was prohibited in order to alleviate the gold famine. 
But this measure was unavailing. The war of 1809 aggravated condi 
tions so much that a decree was issued ordering all silver in private 
possession to be surrendered against paper money. Still the debt piled 
up, and in 1811 the interest on the State debt was reduced by one- 
half. 

About the middle of the century the finances of Austria, which for 
years had been in a dubious position, were again in a critical state by 
the outbreak of the war with Italy in 1859. Even before the war the 
Austrian Government had exhausted its credit, and specie payments 














had been stopped. They were to have been resumed in January, 1850, 
but in the early course of the war the promise of a restoration of 
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specie payments was annulled for the time being by the State itself, 
and it proceeded to finance the war by the issue of a loan, which the 
Finance Minister was empowered to negotiate at the National Bank at 
two-thirds of the nominal value of the bonds
